Court decision to 
change graduation 


Perot 
to visit 
Lansing

Undeclared Presidential 
candidate H. Ross Perot, 
whose 62nd birthday was cele- 
brated by more than 350 indi- 
viduals in Romulus last 
Saturday, is expected to visit 
Michigan July 10 when more 
than 300,000 Michigan voters’ 
signatures supporting his can- 
didacy will be submitted to 
state election officials. 

Dick Gallinat, administra- 
tive assistant of the statewide 
Perot for President drive, said 
busloads of Romulus area 
Perot supporters will leave the 
front of the Royce Hotel 
(Perot’s state headquarters) 
about 10 a.m. that day and are 
slated to arrive in Lansing 
about noon. 

Texas billionaire Perot cur- 
rently is visiting state capitals 
as petitions are being submit- 
ted to place his name on state 
ballots this November. 

Perot will appear at a press 
conference July 10 in Lansing, 
as he has done in other states, 
Gallinat said. 

Individuals wishing to join 
in the round-trip to Lansing for 
Perot are urged to call 467-5444 
and reserve seating. “Five 
buses have already been con- 
firmed for the day,” Gallinat 
said “and two are being kept 
on stand-by. More will be en- 
listed if those wishing to join 
us require it.” 

Last Saturday, a reported 
350 individuals joined in the 
country-style birthday party 
outside the hotel. 

Betty Levette, a Detroit area 
country singer, entertained 
and served as mistress of cere- 
monies for the birthday bash.

The opinion handed down 
by the U.S. Supreme Court 
heavily filled with conserva- 
tive appointees of both former 
President Ronald Reagan and 
President George Bush - 
barring prayers from public 
school graduations, did not 
surprise the Rev. Donald 
“Mike” McClellan. 

“The way recent events 
have been happening, I sort of 
expected it,” the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church pastor said. 

“As Christians we have not 
been vocal enough. Many 
church goers feel one person 
cannot make a difference and 
yet persons opposed to the 
mentioning of God’s name 
have shown one person can 
block prayers in public 
schools, etc.,” McClellan said. 

“As Christians we are going 
to have to take stronger stands 
and will have to band to- 
gether.. .and stage peaceful 
protests if need be.. .if we want 
to regain Christian values in 
our communities and schools,” 
he added. 

The 54 top court decision 
was revealed on June 24 claim 
ing that prayers offered at 
graduation ceremonies are un 
constitutional. 

The verdict stemmed from a 
case in Rhode Island, where 
Deborah Weisman ,now 17, ob 
jected to an invocation given 
by a rabbi at her middle school 
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graduation in 1989 using the 
words “O God” and “Amen.” 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, 
writing for the majority, stated 
the school board was acting to 
“coerce” students to “support 
or participate” in religion. 
Kennedy’s position was sur- 
prisingly supported by Jus- 
tices Sandra Day O’Connor 
and David H. Souter. 

In a strongly worded dis- 
sent, Justice Antonin Scalia 
accused the majority of taking 
a “bulldozer” to a “longstand 
ing American tradition.” 

Meanwhile both Romulus 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
William Bedell and Inkster 
Pastor William Kren, who last 
winter organized the Western 
Wayne Holiness Association 
(with a number of Romulus 
pastors as members) ex 
pressed surprise at the ruling. 

Bedell said prayers have 
been said at both the begin- 
ning and end of Romulus Se- 
nior High School graduation 
ceremonies for many years, in 
eluding this year. 

Evelyn Hopewell, a school 
health occupations instructor 
and ordained minister, offers 
the dual prayers, Bedell said. 
The last time the high school 
actually had a baccalaureate 
(religious) service at gradua- 
tion was 1984. 

“I’m interested in seeing 
how many high schools will 
have prayers next year,” Be 
dell said, but in the meantime, 
the board attorney will be be 
consulted on the ruling. 

Kren said he was not only 
surprised, but disturbed by 
the court ruling. 

Kren said Christians need 
to first work on a local level to 
address the school and student 
needs here. 

“In other areas of Michigan, 
we (local pastors) refused to 
accept the common statement 
that there is limited interest in 
baccalaureate style gradua- 
tion services. We first ap 
pealed to the school board and 
then planned such a ser 
vice. ..and found it well at 
tended,” Kren said. 


Abortion opinion heats 
up 22nd District race

The current race between 
Romulus resident Catalina 
Hall and current 29th District 
Rep. Gregory Petoniak of Tay 
lor has heated up this week 
following the U.S. Supreme 
Court opinion that weakened 
the constitutional right of wo- 
men to terminate early preg- 
nancies. 

The opinion increased the 
power of the states to restrict 
early stage abortions, setting 
the stage for the Michigan leg- 
islature to vote on a measure 
known as the “informed con 
sent” bill this fall. 

The bill that falls within the 
new high court guidelines 
would require women wanting 
an abortion to wait 24 hours 
after receiving information on 
risks and alternatives. 

Michigan legislators also 


are considering legislation 
which would require that 
pregnant women view magnif- 
ied photos of developing fe 
tuses. The Senate favors such a 
mandate, while the House cur 
rently opposes it. 

Only minutes after the court 
decision was announced Mon 
day, spokespersons for both 
the Right to-Life and Pro 
Choice forces reached out to 
assorted media centers to con 
demn what they saw as the 
flaws in the decision. 

A Hall spokeswoman said 
the candidate’s opinion was 
“As far as we’re concerned 
Roe versus Wade has been 
overturned.” 

Later prior to a Pro Choice 
protest planned for President 
Bush’s arrival in the Romulus 
Detroit area, Hall said, “The 
latest opinion by the Supreme 
Court effectively outlaws abor 
tions for the poor, many rural 


residents and the young.” 

Forcing pregnant women to 
return to an abortion clinic a 
second time in effect punishes 
them by creating economic 
and employment problems for 
women already suffering from 
similar woes, Hall com 
plained. 

Hall, an activist with the 
state National Organization 
for Women and the American 
Civil Liberties Union, is chal 
lenging Pitoniak in the Demo- 
cratic primary this Aug. 4 for 
the seat in the newly created 
22nd District that includes 
only Romulus and Taylor. 

Pitoniak, a longtime suppor- 
ter of anti abortion legislation, 
declared Tuesday that the top 
court opinion adds the spectre 
of constitutionality to the “in 
formed consent” bill currently 
before the legislature.

Athletic director resigns post

The hunt for a new Romulus 
Senior High School athletic di- 
rector will begin within the 
next two weeks, following 
Fred Coleman’s sudden resig- 
nation June 25. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell announced 
Friday that Coleman, athletic 
director since 1988, had re- 
signed effective immediately 
the previous day. 

Coleman cited personal rea 
sons for his resignation. Bedell 
declined to comment on the 
resignation. 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Terrel LeCesne 
will begin the search for a new 
or interim athletic director as 
soon as he returns from vaca 
tion, Bedell said. 

The position that pays bet 
ween $64,300 and $67,000 will 
be posted for both in-house 
and outside candidates, Bedell 
said. 

The extensive job descrip 
tion includes the following du 
ties: 

(1) Organize and administer 
the interscholastic athletic 


(6) Prepare and administer 
the athletic budget. 

(7) Administer the insui 
ance program covering school 
athletes. 

Bedell said Coleman has 
been on the Romulus school 
staff for 22 years, having 
served as health and physical 
education teacher and coach 
of various teams. 

“We will post the job oppor 
tunity both inside and outside 
the school district,” Bedell 
said, “and may have to fill it on 
an acting basis since we are 
trying to enter a new athletic 
league this year.” 

Fall sports practice ses- 
sions will begin in August 

School opens Sept 9. 

Coleman moved to Romulus 
after assuming the athletic di 
rector position in 1988, Bedell 
said, and “worked endless 
hours in the school building.” 

Bedell also cited Coleman’s 
efforts to, “get Romulus Senior 
High School athletes into a 
more competitive league and 
to seek more balance iri sports 
opportunities for both boys 
and girls.”

The city’s war against drugs 
was helped last Friday by 135 
golfers.

He said while neither ex 
treme on the abortion issue 
was satisfied by the ruling, he 
feels it did “nudge” the coun- 
try toward further restrictions 
on abortions.

Legislators are presently 
considering the opening of 
prison facilities in the state. 
Pitoniak commented that this 
is a pressing issue in the state 
today. 

“At the present time as 
many as four (prisons) could 
be opened this fall, if funding 
is approved," he said. 

“One built in Macomb 
County could be switched to a 
federal prison status,” he said, 
“while on the other hand it ap-

pears Gov. John Engler may 
want to only open one or two of 
the four this year.” 

Since Michigan prisons are 
reportedly overcrowded by a 
rate of 7,000 inmates, Pitoniak 
said, many feel that more than 
one prison needs to be opened. 

“Since it costs $7 million to 
keep a new prison in moth- 
balls and $12 million to make 
it fully operational,” Pitoniak 
said he supports cutting waste 
by opening more prisons this 
year. 

Such a position not only 
helps curb the penal system 
problems, but also creates 
badly needed jobs, he con- 
cluded.

Westland police have ar 
rested a 40-year-old Westland 
woman who they believe 
planned and committed the 
murder of her 42-year-old boy- 
friend last October. 

Kylleen Inez Hargrave- 
Thomas was arraigned in the 
18th District Court before 
Judge Gail McKnight Monday 
afternoon on two charges-first 
degree murder and arson. 

Hargrave-Thomas, a life- 
long resident of Westland, 
stood mute to the charges and 
a plea of not guilty was en- 
tered by McKnight on Harg- 
rave- Thomas’ behalf. 

The crimes which the defen- 
dant is accused of committing 
occurred Oct 11, according to 
Westland Police Department 
Inspector Emery Price. 

Early that morning West- 
land Fire Department officials 
were called to the scene of a 
house fire on Lansdowne 
Street near Cherry Hill and 
Carlson roads. Upon entering 
the home, firefighters found 
the victim and owner of the 
house, Emanuel Joseph Ber- 
nal, dead in his bed, according 
to Price. 

They then discovered that 
the victim had been stabbed in 
the chest. They also believe 
that the fire was started In the 
bedroom. 

“The body was badly 
burned and the victim ap- 
peared to have a stab wound to 
the chest," Price said Monday 
morning. 

Price also stated that the 
murder weapon was found at 

the scene. 

Hargrave-Thomas, the 
mother of two teenage sons, 
was represented by her attor- 
ney Rene Albert Cooper. Coo- 
per asked the judge to allow 
the defendant to post bond and 
remain free, but McKnieht de- 
nied that request

asked for a personal bond in a 
murder case one other time,” 
Cooper said. “I am asking you 
here today to offer a bond. 

“She has ties here that pre- 
vent her from leaving,” Cooper 
said. 

He also stated that his client 
has been a suspect for nine 
months and during that period 
she has never attempted to 
flee the area. 

Many of the defendants fam 
ily members and friends were 
in the courtroom Monday af- 
ternoon to offer their support 
to Hargrave-Thomas. 

According to Westland Po- 
lice Detective Russ Nowaczck, 
Hargrave Thomas had been 
Bamel’s girlfriend for at least 
six months prior to his death. 

Nowaczck would not reveal 
what led police to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of Hargrave- 
Thomas after nine months, but 
said that information would be 
revealed during the trial. 

“We know for a fact that he 
died as the result of a stab- 
bing,” Nowaczck said. “The 
fire was secondary and was an 
attempt to cover up the homi- 
cide.” 

He also said that Hargrave 
Thomas was one of many sus- 
pects that he began focusing 
on since last fall. “When you 
have a crime like this it just 
takes time to eliminate a little 
bit here and there.

Local car dealer takes to area race tracks

The owner of a Wayne ear 
dealership is hoping to give his 
community some positive 
press, promote his business 
and learn how to service cus- 
tomers better by spending 
time at the race track. 

John Rogin, 38, owner of 
John Rogin Buick and Isuzu at 
3939 S. Wayne Road, entered 
ARCA and NASCAR racing 
circuits last year. With the 
name “Rogin” painted on the 
side of his two stock cars, 
Rogin said he also requests 
that track announcers include 
the home of the race cars as 
they speed around the track. 

“Both cars are named the 
‘Spirit of Wayne,”’ Rogin said. 
“We’re glad to bring a little 
noteriety to our city.” 

Rogin said his involvement 
in auto racing started last year 
when he went to the Michigan 
International Speedway in 
Flat Rock to discuss possible 
promotional projects. 

“I had gone to the track as a 
guest, but I would have never 
guessed things would have 
headed in this direction,” he 


said. “Before I could say no, I 
had signed up for an extensive 
racing contract.” 

In June 1991, Rogin and his 
racing team entered their first 
ARCA Automobile Racing 
Club of American - event at 
Michigan International. New 
for 1992, Rogin added a Chev- 
rolet Luminia for NASCAR - 
National Association of Stock 
Car Automobile Racers - and 
Winston Cup sponsored 
events. Rogin said it is not the 
sport that has excited him as 
much as the people involved. 

“Racing is OK. I’m not a ad- 
dict or racing fanatic,” he said. 
“I love the people. The people 
in racing are so warm and 
friendly. 

“We really got involved in 
racing because I saw what it 
did for Robert Penske,” Rogin 
added. “If I could just have a 
small portion of the success he 
has had, it would be positve for 
my business and the commu- 
nity.” 

Penske is the owner of the 
Penzoil Indy car racing team 
and owner of Detroit Disel 
Corp. and Penske Speedways 
in Michigan and Pennsylvan 
nia. 


The Rogin teams have had 
some success, winning both 
ARCA events they entered at 
Michigan International in 
1991. Lately, the racing team 
has struggled to get to the fin- 
ish line. 

Rogin’s Luminia NASCAR 
entry at the Michigan 400 
driven by Stan Smith qualified 
sixth, with an average lap 
speed of 174.165. That was just 
over 2 mph short of pole-sitter 
Davey Allison, who took the 
checkered flag. 

Falling to 19th early portion 
in the race, Smith drove back 
into ninth position but did not 
finish because of an engine 
malfunction. 

“Stan and the crew had the 
car set up perfect. We couldn’t 
have asked for more,” Rogin 
said. “We just got going so hot 
we burnt a piston. It was real 
disappointing.” 

In February at Daytona, 
Fla., hopes of a checkered flag 
were dashed when Rogin’s 
Buick Regal ARCA car was 
damaged an accident during 
time trials and the Luminia 
NASCAR entry fell victim to 
an accident in the early going 


of the Daytona 500. 

Rogin said the team has per- 
formed better on longer tracks 
like the Michigan Interna- 
tional, a 2-mile oval track. 
However, Rogin said he is 
weary of shorter tracks such as 
in Bristol and Richmond Va., 
which range between a half to 
three-quarters of a mile in 
length. 

“They provide a lot action 
for the fans with all the spin- 
outs,” Rogin said of racing on 
shorter tracks. “But they’re not 
good for the sponsor because 
all the money invested in the 
race goes down the tubes when 
that car hits the wall.” 

While he has looked by 
Indy-car racing, Rogin said for 
now he will stay with his 
ARCA and NASCAR en- 
deavors. 

“It’s very expensive. We may 
run just a limited circuit be- 
cause of the cost,” he said. “In 
NASCAR you can spend $1.5 
million and be competitive for 
the season. For Indy racing, it’s 
$1 million plus for just the car. 

“The biggest thing is it has 
made our business better. It 
definitely has,” Rogin added.

It takes more 
than heart 


Who do you trust? 

These days, voters and taxpayers have clearly ex- 
pressed some doubts as to the credibility of their political 
leaders and have begun to seriously question many of the 
decisions made by their elected representatives. Voting 
booths are becoming a place of reckoning for many politi- 
cians, as well they should be. 

These are difficult times. That is no surprise to anyone 
attempting to keep afloat in the turbulent economy of to- 
day and nearly every one of us has been affected harshly 
by the present conditions in our state. 

We hear, every day, of the plight of the homeless and the 
indigent. We see families forced out of their homes and 
into shelters or onto the streets. Medical care is a luxury 
that many can no longer afford and there are children and 
senior citizens suffering from afflictions which proper diet 
and medical attention could easily relieve. The cuts in 
general assistance and in state funded programs have 
made the plight of the homeless and the poor a plague in 
our state and blight on our social conscience. 

as a response, they claim, to these conditions, Wayne 
County Commissioners have proposed a .5 mill tax in- 
crease which will appear on the Aug. 4 ballot. They claim 
that this money will be used to fund medical care for the 
indigent and help the homeless and those most affected by 
the general assistance cuts. 

While this appears, on the surface, to be a fine idea, we 
would urge voters to think very carefully before ever ap- 
proving such a tax. 

Commissioner Bryan Amann protested the placing of 
the question on the ballot asserting that voters in Detroit 
would go to the polls and approve the tax which would 
prove of no benefit to those in our area who would be 
forced to pay the increase. We agree with him. 

The anticipated $14 million in revenue this tax would 
produce would be of little benefit to our area, particularly 
if the money is transferred into the general fund coffers of 
Wayne County. 

The services the county presently provides to this area 
and our residents are appreciated, but as Amann has ex- 
plained, the majority of the tax money is spent outside our 
local boundaries. 

Commissioner Kay Beard, while pure of heart in this 
matter, voted for the proposal in an effort to help the 
homeless and indigent. We believe that she was sincere in 
her effort to provide for those suffering in this economy 
and needing emergency help and medical care. And, to 
her credit, Beard is well acquainted with the machina- 
tions of Wayne County politics. We know that if Beard were 
not firmly convinced that this tax was the correct step to 
take she would have opposed it as did Amann. We wonder, 
however, if her good heart did not overide her past experi- 
ence and her good head in this matter. 

While we applaud the expressed charitable attempt and 
laud the expressed purpose and motives for this tax, we 
doubt that this professed goal would ever be achieved. 

In this case, voters are urged to use their heads as well 
as their hearts. 

The right to know 

The public does have a right to know, but individuals 
are also entitled to their rights of privacy. It says so in our 
Constitution. 

A letter printed last week with the name of the writer 
withheld to protect the individual’s privacy has become 
the topic of some conversation and some criticism.

It the letter is at all controversial, we 
phone and corroborate the identity of the writer.

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Summer sober and safe driving program under way

MADD’s summer, sober 
driving and safety public 
awareness campaign known as 
K.I.S.S., or “Keep It A Safe 
Summer, “ got under way Me- 
morial Day Weekend and will 
continue until Sept. 4, Labor 
Day. 

MADD created K.I.S.S to 
focus on safe driving and boat- 
ing during the three summer 
months and to increase public 
awareness of the dangers of 
driving and drinking-on the 
roadways and the waterways. 

According to Bethany Good- 
man, Executive Director of 


MADD, Michigan, the cam- 
paign focuses on safety sugges- 
tions particular to the 
summertime and keys in on 
how that applies to sober driv- 
ing. 

“The happiest summer 
memories do not involve the 
tragedy of drunk driving. 
When you relax don’t get lax 
on the simplest safety mea- 
sures, that includes having a 
sober driver,” Goodman said. 

“People in Michigan take to 
the roads during the summer, 
especially on the weekends, 
it’s part of our state’s unique 
identity and lifestyle. If you’re 
out enjoying a day of recre- 
ation and pleasure, remember 


to plan ahead and have an 
alcohol-free driver available 
for your return trip from the 
special destination.” 

K.I.S.S. will be promoted in 
local communities by the over 
400 MADD chapters nation- 
wide. In Michigan, MADD 
chapters will share the upbeat 
messages in a variety of ways. 

Volunteers will participate 
in community-sponsored pro- 
grams and special events, 
marching in parades and man- 
ning booths at local festivals 
and fairs. Specialty items such 
as the K.I.S.S. Family Vacation 
Pack, featuring safety tips and 
activities for the family. Sun vi 
sors, key rings, sun glasses and 


bumper stickers will further 
the promotion. 

K.I.S.S. materials will also 
be provided to motorists visit- 
ing the Operation/C.A.R.E. rest 
stops along Interstate high- 
ways over the heavily traveled 
holidays. 

An active media campaign 
will be ongoing as will be the 
distribution of educational/ 
public awareness materials. 

An additional emphasis on 
sober driving and safety is 
needed. Along with additonal 
miles traveled by more motor- 
ists during the summer, there 
is a seasonal surge in the nu 
mber of alcohol-related traffic 
fatalities. 


The K.I.S.S. campaign em- 
phasizes being alcohol-free 
when enjoying activities which 
require driving skills and pro- 
vides ideas on ways to enhance 
fun by reducing common 
safety risks. In Michigan, this 
especially means being sober 
when at the helm of a boat or 
driving to and from state lakes 
and waterways. 

Michigan has 850,000 regis- 
tered boats, the most in the na- 
tion, and Sgt. Jim Martindale 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources, Law Enforcement 
Divison, stated alcohol is a fac- 
tor in 16 percent of all re- 
ported boating incidents 
resulting in fatality, injury* and 


property damage. In 1990 boat- 
ing incidents injuried or killed 
236 victims and involved 611 
vessals. 

Nationally, experts estimate 
that alcohol is a factor in a 
least half of all watercraft inci- 
dents. 

Summer months have been 
some of the deadliest on Mich- 
igan roadways and alcohol- 
impairment has continued to 
play a role in the higher than 
average death rates. 

Provisional statistics from 
the Michigan State Police Of- 
fice of Highway Safety Plan- 
ning indicate June 1991 was 
the deadlist month of the year 
with 145 total traffic fatalities.
